As all blooms do not come 
at once, their season is quite long. 

By starting indoors early in January or February, they may 
be forced into early bloom. For early outdoor bloom, start in 
pots inside during March or April, plunging the pots outside 
when danger of frost is past. You may have an all-season succes- 
sion of them by holding bulbs in a cool dry place from winter to 
early summer and planting at intervals of a few weeks. After 
danger of frost is past plant them right out in the garden. 

Spider-lilies like a rich friable soil, well filled with humus and 
perfectly drained. Peat moss is ideal for humus and add compost 
if you have it. Mix in thoroughly. For flowering in pots, put one 
bulb in a five or six-inch pot with the top of the bulb just at the 
surface. Be sure the soil is right. Outside, cover the top of the 
bulb with three or four inches of soil. Full sun is best but broken 
shade will do nicely.
